...Ukrainian bourgeois nationalism grew significantly in the post 
revolutionary years. Such national-socialists as M. Porsh, L. Yurkevych, 

D. Dontsov, and others leagued together on the basis of ideo- theoretical 
depravity and political unity... 

L. Yurkevych, who called himself a Marxist, claimed that only a 
minority of Ukrainian workers keck possessed "national consciousness ", 
while the majority "still lives under the influence of Russian culture", 

Therefore, social-democracy "should not follow the masses, but lead them 
and teach them their national tasks . " 

V. I. Lenin showed that such an understanding of the nationalities 
question was profoundly erroneous and reactionary. He wrote, "The process 
of a more rapid economic development of the south, that is Ukraine, which draws 
tens and hundreds of thousands of peasnats and workers from Great Russia into 
capitalist enterprises, into mines, into cities, has been completely defined 
over the past several decades. The fact of "assimilation" p - in these boundaries 
of the Great Russian and Ukrainian proletariat is inevitable. And this fact is 
undoubtedly progressive. Capitalism replaces the obtuse, roughs complacent.
